The continuance of Prussia in 
ite present form, the bill adds, is impossible, 
because Prussia no longer exists as an historical 
entity. The sub-division of Prussia will 
brought about automatically by the number of 
repreeentatives to be elected for the States 
House. There will be one representative for 
every million inhabitants in Germany, but 
Prussia, with forty million inhabitants, will 
only be allowed thirty-three representatives. 
If several new States are created out of what 
at present is Prussian territory, they will each 
enjoy full representation in accordance with 
the number of their population.

The Lord Mayor replied that they would 
see by the Press that the “little difficulty ” 
had been settled. He had a telegram yesterday 
from the Lord Mayor of “Dublin saying that 
he was coming to see him, but he (Sir James) 
had not the opportunity of seeing him, and 

resumed that he had gone back to Dublin.

GREAT FIGHT AT MANNHEIM. 


On the night of the 25th-26th August two 
machines of No. 215 Squadron made their first 
attack on the Badische Anilin Sods Fabrik 
Works ai Mannheim. 

The two machines, piloted by Captain Law- 
gon and Lieutenant Purvis, left at eight o’clock. 
One pilot shut off his engine at 5,000 feet and 
glided in on the target from the N.W.,, follow- 
ing the river. He was at once picked up and 
held in the beams of the eearchlights, and an 
intense anti-airersft barrage was put up.
